Treaty Campaign Opens 


Dublin, March 5.—The crowds which 


gathered today for the opening of the 
campaign in favor of acceptance of the 
Anglo-Irish treaty were notable riot 
only because of their vast size but for 
the high degree of enthusiasm they 
evinced. Notwithstanding the rain, the 
people stayed to hear all the speakers. 


The orators, in addition to Michael 


Collins and Arthur M. Griffith, 
in- 


cluded Joseph McGrath, minister of 
labor; William Cosgrov e, minister for 
home affairs, and other leaders in 
the provisional government. 


With the exception of a minor in- 


cident, when girls and women tore 
down a Free State tri-color, perfect 
order was maintained by the Repub- 
lican police. The resentful crowd jeer- 
ed and booed the women. 


Mr. Collins, defending the treaty, 


asserted that once the Free State was 
established, the union of Northeast 
Ulster with the remainder of Ireland 
would be under consideration. He said 
that the government was determined 
to proceed to the establishment of 
police force despite the warnings of 
Eamonn DeValera. It would not be a 
political force to protect a special sec- 
tion but would be for the protection 
of every citizen in Ireland. 


Mr. Griffith made only a brief ad- 


dress. Both Mr. Griffith and Mr. Col- 
lins pointed to the British troops leav- 
ing Ireland as proof that Ireland had 
not been betrayed. Alluding- to Mr. 
DeValera's admission in July that a 
republic was not attainable, Mr. Col- 
lins said the opposition was merely 
engaged in tiying to steal the clothes 
of the adherents ot the Free State.

FEW BOYS LEAVING FARMS. 
The movement of people from the 


farms to the cities is far lens rapid 
now than It was during the war per- 
iod according to an investigation Just 
completed by U. F. Warren of the 
New York State College of Agriculture 
at Cornell university with the coop- 
eration of the XT. S. Bureau of Mar- 
kets and Crop Kstlmaten. 


Basing his figures on report* show- 


ing the actual number of people on 
« GOO typical farms, Dr. Warr«n esti- 
mates that the number of people on 
the farms of this state on February 
1st wag 794,000 
as compared with 


785,~000 at this time last year 
--•' 


853,000 in 1S17. This is an Incr 
of 9,000 or more than one per cent 
since a year ago. During the year 
about 17,000 men and boya left the 
farms to Bo to work In other indus- 
tries and 14,000 who had been work- 
ing in other industries moved back to 
tho farms. There was, therefore, a net 
movement away from the farms of 
about 3,000 men and boys. There were 
probably an equal number of girls 
who moved from the farms, making 
a total of about 6.00.0. This seems a 
small number when It Is considered 
that the net movement both in 1919 
and 1820 was 
estimated as 47,000. 


During the four years ending in Feb- 
ruary, 
1921, the movement to the 


cities wa« so rapid that the number 
of people on tha farms of the state 
dtcreased 8 per cent. During the fame 
period the number of hired men on 
the farms decreased nearly oen-half. 
At the birth rate is relatively high 
on the farms 
about 16.000 people
